‘i. The objects of the National Children’s Fund hereinafter 
referred to as the‘Fund’) shall be:- 

(i) to raise funds from individuals, institutions, coiporate and 
others. 

(ii) to promote and fund the various programmes for children 
who are affected by natural calamities, disasters, distress and 
in difficult circumstances through voluntary agencies and 
State Governments; in unserved and underserved areas 
including tribal and remote areas in pursuance of the 
National Charter for Children, 2003 notified by the 
Government of India, Department of Women and Child 
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Development on 9 th February, 2004 and children in difficult 
circumstances including children of prisoners, children 
affected by riots, aggression, children affected by trafficking 
and children of prostitutes; 

(iii) to implement various programmes; 

(iv) to do all other things that are incidental and conducive to the 
above objects”; 

(b) for paragraph 3, the following paragraph shall be 
substituted; namely, 

3. For the management and administration of funds of the 
Fund, a Board of Management (hereinafter referred to as 
the Board) shall be constituted consisting of the following

c) Joint Secretary, In charge of National Member

d) Financial Advisor, Department of Member 

Women and Child Development 

e) Chairperson, Central Social Welfare Member 

Board, New Delhi 

f) General Secretary, Indian Council for Member 

Child Welfare 

g) Six non-official members to be Members 

nominated by the Chairperson 

h) Four representatives from State Members 

Governments and Union territory 
Administrations nominated by the 
Secretary, Department of Women and 
Child Development 

i) Director, National Institute of Public Secretary- 
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Cooperation and Child Development Treasurer 

(c) in paragraph 4, for the words *‘seven members”, the 
words “five members” shall be substituted; 

(d) in paragraph 8, for sub-paragraph (i), the following sub- 
paragraph shall be substituted, namely 

“(I) The Board shall constitute a Working Committee 
under the Chairpersonship of the Working Chairperson of the 
Fund with not more than four members from the Board 
including Secretary-Treasurer of the Fund to dispose of 
applications for financial assistance from the Fund upto a limit 
of five lakh rupees in each case”; 

(e) paragraph 9 shall be omitted. 

(f) ' for paragraphs 10 and 11, the following paragraphs shall

(l) for paragraph 19, the following paragraph shall be 
substituted, namely:- 

“19. There shall be no upper limit for financial assistance from 
the Fund, provided that no assistance shall be given 
exceeding five lakh rupees unless it is approved by the 
Board and the particulars published in a national daily 
newspaper.” 

(m) paragraph 20,21,22 and 23 shall be omitted; 

(n) for paragraphs 24 and 25, the following paragraphs shall 
be substituted, namely 

“24. Power to stop grant - The Chairperson of the Board shall 
have Ihc power lo withhold or reduce any undisbursed 
grant made under the Fund on the recommendation of 
the Secretary-Treasurer, if such withholding of grant is 
reported to the Board. 

25. Conditions of financial assistance - The conditions of 
financial assistance shall be determined by the Working 
Committee or Board, as the case may be, at the time of

(o') paragraphs 26,27 and 23 shall be omitted. 

(p) for paragraphs 29,30,31 and 32, the following paragraphs 
shall be substituted, namely:- 

“ Duration of membership- 

(1) A nominated member of the Board and the Working 
Committee shall hold office fbr a period of two years 
provided that no member shall continue as a member 
of the Working Committee beyond his term of office 
as a member of Board. 

(2) A member of the Board and the Working Committee 
shall cease to be a member on resignation, death or 
on becoming of unsound mind or an insolvent or on 
conviction by a Court for committing a criminal 

■' offence involving moral turpitude. 

(3) The designation of membership shall be tendered to 
the Chairperson of the Board of and shall become 
effective from the ddte of its acceptance or on the 
expiry of thirty days from the date of resignation, 
whichever is earlier”. 

30. Vacancies in the Board - Vacancies in the Board shall 
be filled in the manner in which the Board was originally 
constituted.

rates and scale approved by the Board and expenses 
related to preparation and printing of Annual Report (v)

40. Annual Report - An annual report including accounts of 
the Fund, audited by a firm of Chartered Accountants, 
appointed by the Board and certified by them that the 
expenditure from the funds of the Fund has been correctly 
incurred in accordance with the objects of the Fund, shall be 
prepared .by the Secretary-Treasurer, after approval of the 
Board, be presented to the Government of India.”
